SOMETHING LIKE BYE-LAWS! 


Ir is said—with what truth remains to be seen—that the Thames 
Conservators, not content with their absurd Bye-Laws in respect to 
House- Boats and Steam- Launches, have under their serious consider- 
ation the desirability of strictly enforcing the following equally 
sensible and equally necessary regulations :— 

Bye-Law No. 1437. From and after the 1st day of April next, 
no Swans shall be allowed to swim in the River Thames unless 
properly attired, and no Bathing shall be allowed under any cireum- 
stances whatever, unless the person bathing be by Mr. 
Macrwrosn from head to foot. 

ry * nd No. 1438. No Coal-Barge shall be allowed to navigate 
the Thames above Teddin Lock, unless supplied with a properly 
authenticated certificate the said Barge been thorough] 
cleansed with soap and water before entering the River. y am 4 
falling overboard to be carefully dredged for, i 
ment. The use of on a House-Boat or Steam- is strictly 
prohibited, except in the case of Barristers of seven years’ ing. 

Bye-Law No. 1439. No field or meadow within a quarter of a 
mile from the river, as the King-fisher flies, shall pasty 5 
unless a tee be given that no rain shall be allowed to fall on 
such field or meadow within a lunar month of its being so manured.

Any infraction of this Bye-Law to Seqeathes with six months’ hard 
labour on somebody else's land, a fine of £10 per acre to the 
nearest Cricket Club. 

Bye-Law No, 1440. That no Fish of any description, except 
minnows under age, shall be allowed, under any pretence whatever, 
to be in the River Thames during the close season. 

Bye-Law No. 1441. No one 8 be allowed under any circum- 
stances to wash his hands or face in the River, except when passing 
over a Weir. The Lock-keepers are ordered to see this regulation 
strictly carried out. Whenever Cattle are permitted to drink of the 
River, a Notice-Board must be placed, bearing the following device 
in white letters on a black ground, and not less than four inches by 
three in diameter :—** One “Refreshment.” 

Bye-Law No. 1442, All oars, sculls, and poles intended to be 

in the River to be carefally washed with soap and warm water 
before being allowed to be so used. No sculls to be of more than the 
ordinary thickness, or they will be treated as being infractions of the 
patent rights of certain influential persons. 

Bye-Law No. 1443. No Water Rats are allowed to enter the 
River between sunset and sunrise, unless in the enj t of robust 
wall fo eter the pipe of the Water Compania to be permitted 
8 to enter the pipes a te 
remain in the River, more than one calendar week. ; 


The Conservators having given their whole minds t> the calm 
consideration of these important Bye-Laws, can scarcely consider it 
possible that they can ever require alteration or amendment; but 
should that be the case, such alterations or amendments will 
have to be submitted first to the Board of Inland then to 
the Court of Chancery, and finally to the Quem in which 
will not occupy more about two years, or cost more than a few 
Copund poends, so the remedy will —- is inexpensive.
